NEW YORK (AP) — Former 
President Harry S. Truman has 
renewed his conflict with the 
late Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
who, he says, “ thought he was 
greater than the President of 
the United States.” 
Truman dismissed MacArthur 
as Far East commander in 1951 
during the Korean War after 
accusing him of insubordina­ 
tion. 
In a taped interview shown 
over some 50 television sta­ 
tions 
Friday 
night, Truman 
fired off some sharply criti­ 
cal comments about the gener­ 
al, who died in April at the 
age of 84. 
The 80 - year - old Truman 
called MacArthur an egotist, 
contending that the general's 
occupation rule in Japan after 
the war brought it out. 
“ He seemed to have the no­ 
tion that without him the whole 
country would collapse,” Tru­ 
man said. 
Truman said he was anxious 
to discuss m atters with MacAr­ 
thur and the two finally met at 
Wake Island. 
“And when he came there, 
some of the boys said he didn't 
even salute m e," Truman said. 
“ I didn't give a damn whether 
he saluted me or not. What I 
was interested in was to get him 
in a position where I could talk 
to him.” 
After a full discussion of the 
Korean 
War, 
Truman 
said, 
MacArthur assured him “ in 
no uncertain term s, that Red 
China would not come into Ko­ 
rea.” 
“ And I went home feeling 
very, very good about the situa- 


tion,” Truman said, adding that 
he made a speech in San Fran­ 
cisco commending MacArthur. 
“ I told the American people 
and the world that the thing was 
in control in the Far East and 
that I didn't think the Chinese 
were coming into Korea. And 
then, 
you 
know 
what hap­ 
pened.” 
In his memoirs, published 
shortly before his death, Mac­ 
Arthur said he did not tell Trtf- 
man Red China would stay out 
of the war. “ This is a prevari­ 
cation,” MacArthur wrote in 
reply to Truman's earlier as­ 
sertions on the Wake Island 
meeting. 
Truman said he and MacAr­ 
thur came to grips over pursuit 
of Chinese planes north of the 
Yalu River. 
On this point, Truman said: 
“ When MacArthur faced up to 
me and told me that he wanted 
to fight an all-out war in the 
Far East, I told him it couldn't 
be done...I had to watch the 
whole world and be sure that 
the free world was not invaded 
by the Russians in an endeavor 
to make the whole world Com­ 
munist.” 
He said that when MacArthur 
sent a telegram of “ congratula­ 
tions to the commander of the 
American Legion, urging that 
bombs be 
dropped in Man­ 
churia,” 
that 
was 
the last 
straw. 
“ That really burned me up,” 
Truman said. “ This was a flat 
challenge to the authority of the 
President of the United States. I 
had to make a decision on what 
to do about a general who had 
been insubordinate.”

Dear Bill: Now that you have, 
or soon will have your long-de­ 
served office building, perhaps 
you and the Commission will 
find time to review a project 
which do much to revive in­ 
terest in Conservation work 
in Mississippi County. 
You may recall that the “ ex­ 
pert" engineer was sent to Mis­ 
sissippi county 
several years 
ago to study the feasibility of 
creating a large fishing lake 
out of Grassy Pond, a large 
semi-lake or swamp in Big 
Oak State Park. 
Local interests tried to con­ 
vince the man that sufficient 
earth could be moved out of 
the Grassy Pond area to creat 
a levee, high on the east, south 
and west perim eter, and grad­ 
uating downward on the North 
boundary. The natural drain­ 
age and overflow waters from 
the M ississippi 
River would 
keep this lake full. 
This expert insisted that such 
procedure, i.e borrowing earth 
from the lake bed to build the 
necessary 
leeves 
would not 
work. He' stated that the water 
would “ run out of the bottom 
of the lake," just as it does 
in the Ozarks. (Where I under­ 
stand 
the 
man had the un­ 
fortunate and disastrous ex­ 
perience of trying to build ponds 
or lakes in rocky, gravelly 
soil). 
Anyway this expert decided to 
build a lake o n t o p of the ground, 
to the tune of $90,000, by bor­ 
rowing earth for his leeves from 
a borrow pit surrounding the 
bowl or saucer. 
He thus created a “lake” of 


sorts totally dependent upon 
rainfall, a pump and overflying 
ducks and birds for its moisture 
content. 
The fact that his idiotic brain­ 
storm did not work is best 
known to yourself, the Com­ 
mission, and the State Park 
Board, and the Public. 
The point is, however, that 
the expert's experiment belies 
his own theory.

Prior to the actual construc­ 
tion of Big Oak State Park 
Lake, many local folks familiar 
with this Delta country, sug­ 
gested that test borings be made 
in Grassy Pond to determine the 
depth of the black Gumbo soil, 
but this suggestion was brushed 
aside as being both foolish and 
unnecessary. The man KNEW 
the “ bottom of the proposed 
lake” would leak. 
Grassy Pond Lake would com­ 
prise several hundred acres 
--a lake worthy of the name, 
and one in which the Conserva­ 
tion 
Commission, 
the Park 
Board and the public could be 
justifiably proud. 
Why not bring it up at the 
next Commission meeting and 
quit wasting money on the silly 
failure called Big Oak State 
Park Lake? Your almost dry 
saucer adjoins Grassy Pond.

With the elections over, the 
new Congress will b e expected 
b y the nation’s 
independent 
b usiness proprietors and pro­ 
fessional people to take further 
steps to revamp the federal 
tax set-up as a means of in­ 
creasing employment. 
And while there is some di­ 
vision of thinking on many tax 
proposals, 
there 
is 
almost 
unanimous support lor enact­ 
ment ot the so-called “ plowb ack 
allowance" which would permit 
a b usiness to put b ack into the 
operation up to 20 % of avear’s 
profits to a maximum ot $ 30,- 
000. 
This is reported b y C. Wilson 
Harder, president ot the Nation­ 
al Federation of Independent 
Business, b ased on an analysis 
of the first 42,288 returns from 
a year long field survey lxflng 
conducted b y the organization. 
This analysis shows that 78% 
ot the b usiness and professional 
people support this measure 
which was first introduced in 
the Congress in 1961, b y Sen­ 
ator John Sparkman, Alab ama, 
and was again introduced in the 
last Congress b y Rep. Charles 
Chamb lerlaln of Michigan. 
A negative reaction is regis­ 
tered toward the idea of writing 
a new income tax law incorpor­ 
ating reforms as was proposed 
in the recent tax cut measure, 


b ut which was ab andoned b y 
b oth the Kennedy and the John­ 
son administrations in order to 
clear away opposition 
toward 
the tax cut that was enacted. 
The 
survey shows 35.2% op­ 
posed to writing a new law, 
32.1% in favor, with the b alance 
undecided. 
Greater opposition is also reg­ 
istered toward the proposal to 
sub stitute some form of a na­ 
tional sales tax for all, or part 
of the present income tax. Al­ 
though economists have b een 
working on ideas along this line, 
such plans are opposed b y 41.9% 
of the respondents, favored b y 
28%, with the remaining 30.1% 
undecided. 
The national sales tax plans 
that are b eing discussed range 
all the way from a tax on pur­ 
chases such as many states 
impose, as well as a purchase 
tax plan as used b y many Euro­ 
pean nations and also including 
the so-called “ value added" 
idea b y which each manu­ 
facturer or processor would pay 
a tax on the difference b etween 
what is paid for materials, and 
the price received on conver­ 
sion of those m aterials into 
some other form. 
This would levy a tax on the 
difference b etween the cost of 
iron ore and the price of the 
finished steel, the difference 
b etween the cost of finished 
steel and the price charged for 
an article forged from that 
steel. In the final stage, for 
example, an automob ile, the 
cost of each component part 
would b e charged off against 
the 
price 
the 
manufacturer 
charged fo r the completed auto­ 
mob ile and a tax imposed on 
the difference. Thus, to all 
intents, this would b e a tax 


on gross p rofits. 
While b oth political parties 
in the campaign took a position 
for repeal of excise taxes on 
such items as leather goods, 
cosmetics and kindred items, 
the independent b usiness pro­ 
p rietors 
register 
no over­ 
whelming approval. In a vote 
taken among all the more than 
200,000 memb ers of the Feder­ 
ation earlier in the year on a 
b ill that was introduced in the 
last Congress b y former Rep. 
John Lesinski of Michigan, only 
52% voted in favor, 41%opposed, 
with 7% undecided. 
Undoub tedly the retailers and 
wholesalers are much stronger 
in support of repealing these 
excise taxes, b ut inasmuch as 
the Federation memb ership Is 
composed of all categories of 
Independent b usiness and pro­ 
fessional 
activity, 
the per­ 
centage of the vote in favor 
was somewhat less, although 
under the rules of the Feder­ 
ation operation, the organiza­ 
tion will strongly fight for such 
repeal b efore the new Congress. 
However, the 
“ plowb ack al­ 
lowance is heavily supported b y 
all lines of independent enter­ 
prise. 
Congress, if it is really con­ 
cerned ab out the prob lem of job s 
for young people, and for those 
displaced b y automation, will 
have to act on this “ plowb ack

The Citizens Pub lic Expendi­ 
ture Survey reports that ab out 
$ 9 out of every $ 10 you pay in 
federal taxes now go into fed­ 
eral aid, and the total is ex­ 
pected to reach the almost in­ 
credib le figure of $ 10.6 b illion 
in fiscal 1965. By way of com­ 
parison, that is four times its 
size 10 years ago when federal 
aid came to $ 2.7 b illion. 
To add one more revealing 
statistic, there are at least 59 
programs 
for 
federal a s­ 
sistance to state and local gov­ 
ernments. 
More are 
in the 
works. 
One grave troub le is that Con­ 
gress very seldom looks b ack 
to see if the aid programs it 
adopts are actually doing what 
they were supposed to do. And, 
once started, few of these p ro­ 
grams ever end. 
A proposed b ill calls for p er­ 
iodic Congressional review of 
federal grant-in-aid programs. 
This is clearly necessary— 
and the money saving that could 
and should result is just part 
of the story. The way things 
are going, state and local gov­ 
ernments will in time b ecome 
meaningless anachronisms, to­ 
tally dominated b y the federal 
colossus. And local pride, re ­ 
sponsib ility and independence 
will go down the drain with 
them.

Where does the money 
come from for this project, one 
of scores of such operations 
directed b y Communists across 
the land?

project is the current organiza­ 
tion of a b ig youth delegation to

The Communists are 
now preparing to open special 
youth offices here in New York. 
All this action consumes con­ 
siderab le mone y. 
Who is 
providing the funds? Ours is 
an open society. The people 


have the right to know. 
It would also b e intriguing to 
learn why the massive Soviet 
Union has b een escalating the 
American Communist 
Party 
amongst 
Marxists organiza­ 
tions of the world. Why does 
the Soviet politb uro consider 
the small 10,000 - memb er 
CPUSA so Important? It can t 
b e that Moscow simply wants 
the American Party “ vote” in 
the coming conclaves of the 
Marxist world. There must b e 
other reasons since there is no 
longer any doub t that the giant 
CPSU has b een coddling the 
small CPUSA. 
And coddled it has b een. Few 
Americans are aware that the 
— late American Communist Par­ 
ty chairman Elizab eth Flynn 
was given an expensive and 
full - scale state funeral in 
Moscow when she died there 
early in Septemb er. For her

massed in Red Square. They 
carried thousands of large por­ 
traits of Miss Flynn all b or­ 
dered in red and b lack cloth. 
The scene was televised. Po­ 
werful leaders eulogized her 
from atop Lenin's mausoleum, 
a place of honor generally re ­ 
served for Communism’s le­ 
gendary figures. 
The previous day she had lain 
in state in the imposing national

and her 
honor guard had b een none other 
than N. S. Khrushchev, then all- 
mighty chairman of the Soviet 
Union. 
All this for a leader of a 
small party, a woman few had 
ever heard of inside the U.S.- 
S.R. 
Why does the Soviet Union want 
to keep the American party 
alive and give it flattery and 
prominence? 
Certainly 
the 
Soviets don’t need the CPUSA 
for espionage operations in the 
U. S. The Russians are amply 
supplied. They can work through 
their U. S. purchasing agency, 
Amtorg, and through their mis­ 
sions. At least one memb er of 
the Soviet Mission of the United 
Nations has b een apprehended 
b y the FBI's counter-espionage 
agents each year for the past 
decade. 
There are other Communist 
missions here and emb assies 
in Washington. They have their 
quota of spies who violate the 
diplomatic code. 
No, the Soviets don’t need the 
Communist Party for espionage 
operations. The Soviets do need 
the Party for two major propa­ 
ganda thrusts:

U. S., for example, for our 
action in Viet Nam so it can 
appear to the Asians that the 
American people are opposed to 
holding off Communist invasion. 
And to develop an apparatus 
which can recruit Americans, 
especially the youth, for mass 
demonstrations on the streets 
of our b ig cities.

As you may have guessed, rice is a frequent partner for steak 
in the southern states which produce most of the rice used in 
this country. For example, Mushroom-Almond Rice, a favorite 
recipe from the files of a Texas homemaker, is often served with 
steak and with' roast beef, too. It is a savory mixture of rice 
cooked in beef bouillon with onion then mixed with sauteed 
almonds and mushrooms, and it takes lots less time to prepare 
than it does to broil a thick beef steak. 
Indeed, families of the men who produce rice in this country 
like to eat rice in every conceivable way and rice is kept on hand 
at all times, uncooked and cooked — the latter stored in their 
refrigerators and home freezers. They know how easy it is to 
cook rice and how simple it is to reheat refrigerated and frozen 
rice. The magic 1-2-1 method of cooking rice, originated in the 
rice belt, is as follows: Combine 1 cup regular milled white rice, 
2 cups water, and 1 teaspoon salt in a saucepan. Heat to boiling, 
stir once, cover, lower heat. Simmer 14 minutes. Do not peek. 
To reheat cooked rice, add 2 tablespoons liquid to each cup and 
cook, covered, for 4 to 5 minutes. 
Mushroom Almond Rice 
1 cup chopped onions 
lA teaspoon pepper 
4 tablespoons butter or 
V2 cup sliced almonds 
margarine 
1 can (4V2 oz.) sliced 
1 cup uncooked rice 
mushrooms 
2 cups beef bouillon 
Conk onions in 2 tablespoons butter until tender Add rice and 
continue cooking until golden. Add bouillon and pepper. Stir 
well. Heat to boiling. Cover pan, reduce heat and simmer 15 
minutes or until liquid is absorbed. Saute almonds and mush­ 
rooms in remaining butter. When rice is tender, add almonds 
and mushrooms and toss lightly. Makes 6 servings.

We often get questions about 
the 
im portance 
of returning 
crop residues to the soil. 
University of M issouri Field 
Crops Specialists say that re­ 
turning crop residues are im­ 
portant to the continued pro­ 
ductiveness of your soil. 
Residues of harvested crops 
serve two m ajor functions as 
far as soils and crops are con­ 
cerned: 
1. 
Acts as a storehouse of 
plant nutrients for slow release 
to future growing crops. 
2. 
Improves physical struc­ 
ture or tilth of the soil and 
thus aids in w ater absorption, 
prevents crusting, and makes 
a better environm ent for seed 
germination and root develop­ 
ment. 
Straw, stalks, and roots of 
mature crops are slow to rot. 
They contain m aterials called 
celluloses and lignins which 
resist decomposition. Some of 
these 
m aterials 
add 
to the 
stable 
organic 
m atter of the 
soil. Decomposition of plant 
residues is a digestion pro­ 
cess just as though the plant 
m aterials entered the stomach 
of an anim al. M icro-organisms 
and enzymes are responsible 
for digestion. 
It is fortunate that nature 
provides 
for 
decomposition. 
Life cycles could not long be 
maintained if residues were 
not broken down into simple 
products 
to 
again 
become 
building blocks for new growth 
and another turn of the cycle. 
Adequate lim e, phosphorus, 
potassium , and nitrogen are 
essential for decay and new 
plant growth. As crops are 
marketed as cash crops, 
or 
through 
livestock, 
a 
large 
amount of nutrients are re ­ 
moved from the soils which pro­ 
duced the crops. The practical 
way to keep the life cycles 
going is through repeated soil 
treatm ents. 
An ideal tim e to use needed 
soil treatm ents is just ahead 
of plowing crop residues un­ 
der, You may be able to com­ 
plete much of all your fertil­ 
izing and plowing this fall and 
winter for soils not subject 
to 
erosion 
or 
flooding. Ad­ 
vantages include, (1) better dis- 
tribution of nutrients through 
the root growing zone, and (2) 
decomposition of residues will 
be accom plished more effec­ 
tively.

SPECIAL-Six out of 10 teen­ 
age girls have poor diets. Four 
out of 10 boys have deficient 
diets. 
Over 50 per centofthe Ameri­ 
can boys and g irls taking an 
international physical fitness 
test flunked it, com pared to 
only 15 per cent of the Euro­ 
pean boys and girls. 
The 4-H Club foods-nutrition 
program is designed to combat 
poor diets. It teaches teenagers 
that the choice of food they eat 
plays a big part in controlling 
how they look, feel and react. 
Aided by county Extension Ser­ 
vice agents and local club lead­ 
ers, 4-H meal planners select 
menus on the basis of nutri­ 
tional needs backed up by sci­ 
entific facts.

CONTROL LICE ON 
LIVESTOCK NOW 
Cold weather is just around 
the corner; therefore livestock 
producers should begin to think 
about controlling lice on their 
livestock if they have not al­ 
ready done so. As you know 
if you are a livestock producer, 
lice can be quite costly as far 
a s 
livestock 
are concerned. 
These 
pests 
thrive 
under 
crowded, 
unsanitary 
condi­ 
tions; therefore, they thrive 
while livestock are in winter 
q uarters. 
The best tim e to control lice 
is just p rior to cold weather. 
Getting rid of lice in the fell 
gets around the problem of 
having to spray in cold wea­ 
th er, and fell-applied sprays 
will last all winter if a good 
job of spraying is done and if 
no lousy anim als are added to 
the herd later on. 
Lice can be controlled on 
beef cattle by the use of cable 
type backrubbers if the back- 
rubber is kept charged with 
the proper insecticide during 
the 
w inter. 
The backrubber 
should be treated with a mix­ 
ture of either one quart 25 per 
cent 
DDT 
em ulsifiable con­ 
centrate or one-half pint 60- 
65 per cent Toxaphene em ulsi­ 
fiable concentrate per gallon 
of fuel oil. The backrubber 
should be located where cattle 
norm ally loaf during the w inter. 
If cattle are sprayed, two 
spray applications applied at 
15 to 18 day intervals are 
recommended. The second ap­ 
plication will kill those lice 
that were in the midstage when 
the first spray was applied. 
Several 
insecticides 
includ­ 
ing Toxaphene, CoRal, and Del- 
nav are recommended for this 
purpose. Toxaphene is recom ­ 
mended at the rate of three 
quarts 60-65 per cent Toxa­ 
phene em ulsifiable concentrate 
per 100 gallons of w ater. Co­ 
Ral should be applied at the 
rate of eight pounds 25 per 
cent wettable powder per 100 
gallons of w ater. Delnav is 
recommended at the rate of two 
quarts 
30 
per 
cent Delnav 
livestock em ulsifiable concen­ 
trate per 100 gallons of w ater. 
Both Co-Ral and Delnav can be 
used safely right up to slaughter 
at recommended rates, but cat­ 
tle should not be sprayed with 
Toxaphene or allowed to use a 
Toxaphene treated backrubber 
within 28 days of slaughter. 
When applied by the use of a 
backrubber, DDT can be safely 
used up to slaughter; however, 
DDT should not be used as a 
spray for beef cattle. 
For the control of lice on 
hogs, several insecticides in­ 
cluding Toxaphene and Delnav 
may be used as a spray. Both 
insecticides are recommended 
for use on hogs at the same 
rates as suggested for use on 
cattle above. Delnav can be 
used right up to slaughter, but 
should not be used more often 
than once every two weeks. 
Toxaphene should not be used 
within 28 days of slaughter. 
Pigs of less than weaning age 
should not be treated with ei­ 
ther Delnav or Toxaphene.

Multiflora rose seedlings and 
seedlings of a number of dif­ 
ferent kinds of trees are avail­ 
able. Species of tree s being 
made available include Short- 
leaf Pine, Loblolly Pine, Scotch 
Pine, White Pine, Jack Pine, 
Red Cedar, Black Locust, Cot­ 
tonwood, Tulip Poplar, Syca­ 
m ore, Black Walnut, and Red 
Gum. In addition, Wildlife and 
Pond Bundles and Quail and 
Rabbit Bundles are available 
for wildlife conservation pur­ 
poses. 


The 
prices 
for 
tree and 
shrub seedlings vary from five 
to fifteen dollars per thousand. 
A minimum charge of two dol­ 
la rs has been established this 
year; therefore, the individual 
who wishes to purchase only 
50 to 100 seedlings will have 
to pay at least two dollars for 
them . 
Any of the above m aterial 
may be purchased by any land­ 
owner in the state. They must 
be used for forestry, wildlife, 
C hristm as tree , erosion con­ 
trol, or windbreak, purposes 
and may not be used for shade 
or ornam ental purposes.

This 
effort will be promoted by Leon­ 
ard Hand, the m eterologist re ­ 
cently tran sferred to the Wea­ 
ther Bureau Agricultural S er­ 
vice Office at Portageville from 
Washington, D.C. 
The W eather Service Office 
is located at the University of 
M issouri Delta Center, P or­ 
tageville so that the know ledge 
and experience of the m eteor­ 
ologist and experts in agricul­ 
tural fields can be pooled.

A gricultural 
Weather Service, first of its 
kind in M issouri, is an out­ 
growth of a project inaugurated 
on a trial basis in the M is­ 
sissippi Delta m 1958. Suc­

Now serviced in whole or in part 
are the following states: Mis­

W eather 
Service provides more com­ 
plete forecasts of w eather ele­ 
ments known to affect farm 
operations and Crop conditions. 
Occurrence of rain, amount of 
rainfall, and percentage of the 
area expected to receive rain 
are among the items offered 
to better acquaint the farm er 
with w eather conditions with 
which he m ust contend. Also

“ There will be resistance to 
attempts to bond these funds, 
as the majority opinion seems 
to favor a pay-as-you-go pro­ 
gram with emphasis on house­ 
keeping, fire protection, gas 
service, 
garbage collection 
and such things.” 
This editor then offers an 
observation that we do not recall 
having beard anywhere before, 
and which is not only logical 
but could lie provocative enough 
to lift the government of any 
sales-tax city out of whatever 
ruts it may have fallen into.

IN TEREST IN ITS AFFAIRS. 
(The emphasis is ours.) It is 
not surprising if they feel they 
have a right to be heard in 
how’ these funds are dispensed. 
This is a development that maj­ 
or may not have been antici­ 
pated, but interest in local 
government is always healthy 
and should be applauded.”

gratuitously 
collecting Uncle

sessed a penalty of $150 and 
court costs for violating the 
Federal Seed Act by shipping

seed

Arkansas, the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture reported. 
The violation, according to 
seed officials of USDA’s Agri­ 
cultural Marketing Service, in- 


volved a shipment of 50 bags 
of cotton seed from Kennett, 
Mo., to Bald Knob, Ark., in 
February of 1963. 
Labels at­ 
tached to the bags represented 
the seed to have a germination 
of 90 per cent, but tests in­ 
dicated the actual germination 
rate to be 58 per cent. 
Action was taken against the 
firm by the U. S. District Court 
for the Eastern District of Mis­ 
souri. Officials of the Arkansas 
State Plant Board cooperated 
with the Agricultural Market­ 
ing Service in investigating the 
complaint. 
The Federal Seed Act is a 
truth-in-labeling law designed 
to protect farmers and other 
consumers against the possi­ 
bility of buying seeds that are 
of 
inferior quality 
and im­ 
properly labeled. The law rein­ 
forces state seed laws in re­ 
quiring agricultural and veget­ 
able 
seeds shipped 
between 
states to be truthfully labeled 
and advertised.

Winterize your tractors, com­ 
bines, and other engines before 
putting them into “ mothballs" 
tor the winter. It will cut re­ 
pair 
costs, 
increase th e ir 
tfade-In value, and you will 
have a machine ready for use 
next spring. 
The following steps (outlined 
by Edward Constein, Agri. En­ 
gineer, Univ. of Missouri) can 
be used as a guide for machin­ 
ery that ./ill not be used this 
winter. 
1. Remove trash, dirt, any 
grease from the exterior of the 
tractor. 
2. This is a good time to clean 
the entire air cleaner system. 
3. Drain the crank case (while 
the oil is warm) service the oil 
filter, and refill the crankcase 
with the proper grade and vis­ 
cosity ot new oil. Lubricate the 
engine parts by running the en­ 
gine several minutes. 
4. Follow your operators man­ 
ual about servicing the hydraul­ 
ic system and transmission. If 
the operator's manual recom­ 
mends draining and refilling the 
oil from these system s do so. 
Oil is cheaper than gears. 
5. Drain and flush the cooling 
system on engines that have a 
radiator. 
6. Drain the fuel tank lines 
and carburetor on g a s o lin e 
tractors. Gasoline tends to form 


“ gum" after it has been in a 
tank about three months. 
7. Remove each spark plug and 
pour about two teaspoons of oil 
into each cylinder. Turn the 
engine over several times to 
distribute the oil on the engine 
surfaces. 
8. Plug the exhaust pipe and 
breather pipe. 
9. Remove and store the bat­ 
tery' where it will remain cool 
but will not freeze. 
10. Check engine carefully for 
needed parts, repairs or needed 
adjustments. 
Non-power equipment should 
be cleaned, greased and unpro­ 
tected metal parts covered with 
a rust prohibitor. Loosen belts 
or remove them and store them 
inside, if the machine is to be 
left outside. 
Maximum use should be made 
of machinery storage facilities. 
Machine sheds increase the 
useful lif e of equipment, in­ 
crease the trade-in value, and 
reduce repair cost. 
If possible, one should select 
a gasoline rather than a diesel 
tractor as “ chore tractor" for 
the winter months. 
Short periods of operation, 
long idling periods, and low 
temperatures are hard on any 
tractor, but these, conditions 
are especially hard on diesel 
tractors.

The Syrian communique said 
Lsraeli artillery shelled two 
unarmed Arab villages at Hama 
and Azyziat in the dem ilitarized 
zone.

Truman dism issed MacArthur 
as F ar East commander in 1951 
during the Korean War after 
accusing him of insubordina­ 
tion. 
In a taped interview shown 
over some 50 television sta­ 
tions

night, Truman 
fired off some sharply c riti­ 
cal com ments about the gener­ 
al, who died in April at the 
age of 84. 
The 80 - year - old Truman 
called MacArthur an egotist, 
contending that the general's 
occupation rule in Japan after 
the war brought it out. 
“ He seemed to have the no- 
tion that without him the whole 
country would collapse," Tru­ 
man said. 
Truman said he was anxious 
to discuss m atters with MacAr­ 
thur and the two finally met at 
Wake Island. 
“ And when he came there, 
some of the boys said he didn't 
vven salute m e," Truman said. 
“ I didn't give a damn whether 
he saluted me or not. What I 
was interested in was to get him 
in a position where I could talk 
to him ." 
After a full discussion of the 
Korean 
War, 
Truman 
said, 
MacArthur assured him 
“ in 
no uncertain term s, that Red 
China would not come into Ko­ 
re a ." 
“ And I went home feeling 
very, very g^od al/out the situa­ 


tio n ," Truman said, adding that 
he made a speech in San Fran­ 
cisco commending M acArthur. 
“ I told the Am erican people 
and the world that the thing was 
in control in the F ar East and 
that I didn't think the Chinese 
were coming into K orea. And 
then,

pened." 
In his m em oirs, published 
shortly before his death, Mac­ 
A rthur said he did not tell Trd- 
man Red China would stay out 
of the w ar. “ This is a prevari­ 
cation,” 
MacArthur wrote in 
reply to Trum an's ea rlier as­ 
sertions on the Wake Island 
meeting. 
Truman said he and MacAr­ 
thur came to grips over pursuit 
of Chinese planes north of the 
Yalu River. 
On this point, Truman said: 
“ When M acArthur faced up to 
me and told me that he wanted 
to fight an all-out war in the 
F ar E ast, I told him it couldn't 
be done...I had to watch the 
whole world and lie sure that 
the free world was not invaded 
by the Russians in an endeavor 
to make the whole world Com­ 
m unist."

With the elections over, the 
new Congress will be expected 
bv the nation’s

steps to revamp the federal 
tax set-up as a means of in­ 
creasing employment. 
And while there is some di­ 
vision ot thinking on many tax 
proposals, 
there 
is 
almost 
unanimous support lor enact­ 
ment oi the so-called “ plowback 
allowance” which would perm it 
a business to put back into the 
operation up to 20 rr of a year’s 
proiits to a maximum ol $30,- 
000. 


This is reported by C. Wilson 
Harder, president ot the Nation­ 
al Federation ot Independent 
Business, based on an analysis 
of the first 42,288 returns from 
a year long field survey U*ing 
conducted by the organization. 
This analysis shows that 78% 
ol the business and professional 
people support this measure 
which was first introduced in 
the Congress in 1961, by Sen­ 
ator John Sparkman, Alabama, 
and was again introduced in the 
last Congress by Rep. Charles 
Chum blerlaln oi Michigan. 
A negative reaction is regis­ 
tered toward the idea of writing 
a new income tax law incorpor­ 
ating reform s as was proposed 
in the recent lax cut m easure, 


but which was abandoned by 
both the Kennedy and the John­ 
son adm inistrations in order to 
clear away opposition 
toward 
the tax cut that was enacted. 
The 
survey shows 35.2% op­ 
posed to writing a new law, 
32.1% in favor, with the balance 
undecided. 
G reater opposition is also reg­ 
istered toward the proposal to 
substitute some form of a na­ 
tional sales tax for all, or part 
of the present income tax. Al­ 
though economists have been 
working on ideas along this line, 
such plans are opposed by 41.9% 
of the respondents, favored by 
28%, with the remaining 30.1% 
undecided. 
The national sales tax plans 
that are being discussed range 
all the way from a tax on pur­ 
chases such as many states 
impose, as well as a purchase 
tax plan as used by many Euro­ 
pean nations and also including 
the so-called “ value added” 
idea 
by 
which 
each manu­ 
facturer or processor would pay 
a tax on the difference between 
what is paid for m aterials, and 
the price received on conver­ 
sion of those m aterials into 
som e other lorm. 
This would levy a tax on the 
difference between the cost of 
iron ore and the price of the 
finished steel, the difference 
between the cost of finished 
steel and the price charged for 
an article forged from that 
steel. In the final stage, for 
example, an automobile, the 
cost of each component part 
would be charged ofl against 
the 
price 
the 
m anufacturer 
charged for the completed auto­ 
mobile and a tax imposed on 
the difference. Thus, to all 
intents, this would be a tax 


on gross p ro m s. 
While both political parties 
in the campaign took a position 
ior repeal of excise taxes on 
such item s as leather goods, 
cosm etics and kindred Items, 
the independent business pro­ 
prietors 
reg ister 
no over­ 
whelming approval. In a vote 
taken among all the more than 
200,000 m em bers of the Feder­ 
ation ea rlier in the year on a 
bill that was introduced in the 
last Congress by form er Rep. 
John Lesinski of Michigan, only 
52% voted in favor, 41%opposed, 
with 7% undecided. 
Undoubtedly the retailers and 
w holesalers are much stronger 
in support of repealing these 
excise taxes, but inasmuch as 
the Federation m embership is 
composed of all categories of 
independent business and pro­ 
fessional 
activity, 
the per­ 
centage of the vote in favor 
was somewhat less, although 
under the rules of the Feder­ 
ation operation, the organiza­ 
tion will strongly fight for such 
repeal before the new Congress. 
However, the 
“ plowback al­ 
lowance is heavily supported by 
all lines of independent enter­ 
prise. 
Congress, if it is really con­ 
cerned about the problem of jobs 
for young people, and for those 
displaced by automation, will 
have to act on this “ plowback

there was a shortage.

from Marxism for years, fi­ 
nally was given a go-ahead to 
change the whole economy. 
Complete Shake-Up 
He’s shaking it up from top 
to bottom. From now on, all 
enterprises will show a profit, 
or close down. From now on 
they’ll produce on orders from 
custom .rs, not from Prague. 
From now on they’ll pay in­ 
terest on the money they bor­ 
rowed from the state, they’ll 
set their own wages, they’ll 
pay bonuses for good work, 
they’ll fire workers they don’t 


Factories will be expected 
to compete with each other’s 
products, and even with the 
products of foreign imports. 
The Czech customer, for the 
first time since the dismal 
days of World War II, will be 
,ln a position to choose. 
The law of supply and de­ 
mand is to be taken into ac­ 
count in prices. 
While there are still some 
governmental restrictions that 
will prove hampering accord­ 
ing to the teachings of West­ 
ern economists, nevertheless 
the Czechs have removed an 
enormous 
amount of dead 
central planning and control 
from the backs of their pro­ 
ductive managers. 
The Czech economy, allowed 
this new leeway, should startle 
the Communists everywhere.

Big Money Suddenly Available 
to American Communists 
New 
York;

One 
of the 
m ysteries intriguing American 
intelligence 
services 
is the 
source of new funds pouring 
into the American Communist 
Party (CPUSA). Capitalist dol­ 
la rs now are 
m ore numerous 
in Party circles than M arxist 
dialectics. Communist leaders 
and 
activists 
are spending 
cash like it was going out of 
style. 


In the past few weeks, ior 
example, at least 25 m em bers 
of the CPUS A high command, 
drawn in from across the coun­ 
try, flew to Moscow for post- 
. Khrushchev orientation. 
At a minimum rate of $730 
round - trip between Kennedy 
Airport and Moscow, the Com­ 
munist groups had to spend 
over $20,000 for air travel 
alone. 
This does not include 
another $5,000 for cross-coun­ 
try trip s to the New York air­ 
field. They disbursed thousands 
of additional dollars on hotel 
bills and the minutia of travel. 
Even M arxists eat. 


This hoglra to Moscow is but 
one of many trip s made by the 
Party leadership in the past 
few months. Party theoretician 
Dr. H erbert Aptheker virtually 
shuttles 
to 
the C om m unist 
capital. 
Nor is this the only sign of 
affluence. On Oct. 16, the Com­ 
m unists opened their New York 
School For M arxist Studies at 
853 Broadway. It’s replete with 
c l a s s r o o m s , 
in stru c to rs, 
literatu re and courses in “ In­ 
troduction to M arxism -L en­ 
inism, 
Current 
Problem s in 
M arxist 
Theory, 
The State, 
Dialectical and H istorical Ma­ 
terialism , 
and 
C urrent Ec­ 
onomic T heories.” 
In its official literature, the 
institution adm its that “ . . . 
the school cannot exist on the 
basis of tuition fees alone. . .” 
Thousands 
of dollars 
a r e 
needed. Where does the money 
come from for this project, one 
of scores of such operations 
directed by Communists across 
the land? 
Another 
Communist 
Party 
project is the current organiza­ 
tion of a big youth delegation to 
the next World Youth Festival 
to be known as the “ Twelfth 
Congress of Youth for Peace 
and 
Freedom .” 
This 
was 
originally 
scheduled 
for Ha­ 
vana. But an equally warm re­ 
ception 
was 
prom ised 
by 
Algeria. 
Thus the Congress, amply at­ 
tended by scores of American 
“ youth” will open in Algiers 
next August. 
But the recruit­ 
ment 
headquarters 
will be 
functioning here long before 
that gathering is officially an­ 
nounced. The Communists are 
now preparing to open special 
youth offices here in New York. 
All this action consumes con­ 
siderable 
m o n e y . 
Who 
is 
providing the funds? Ours is 
an open society. The people 


have the right to know. 
It would also be Intriguing to 
learn why the m assive Soviet 
Union has been escalating the 
American Communist 
Party 
amongst 
M arxists organiza­ 
tions of the world. Why does 
the Soviet politburo consider 
the sm all 
10,000 - member 
CPUS A so important? It can’t 
be that Moscow simply wants 
the American Party “ vote” In 
the coming conclaves of the 
M arxist world. There must be 
other reasons since there is no 
longer any doubt that the giant 
CPSU has been coddling the 
sm all CPUSA. 
And coddled it has been. Few 
Americans are aware that the 
•late American Communist P ar­ 
ty chairm an Elizabeth Flynn 
was given an expensive and 
full - scale state funeral in 
Moscow when she died there 
early in September.

The 
survey shows 35.2? op­ 
posed to writing a new law, 
32.1? in favor, with the balance 
undecided. 
Greater opposition is also reg­ 
istered toward the proposal to 
substitute some form of a na­ 
tional sales tax for all, or part 
of the present income tax. Al­ 
though economists have been 
working on ideas along this line, 
such plans are opposed by 41.9? 
of the respondents, favored by 
2A, with the remaining 30* 1 
undecided. 
The national sales tax plans 
that are being discussed range 
all the way from a tax on pur­ 
chases such as many states 
impose, as well as a purchase 
tax plan as used by many Euro­ 
pean nations and also including 
the so-called ‘‘value added” 
idea 
by 
which 
each manu­ 
facturer or processor would pay 
a tax on the difference between 
what is paid for materials, and 
the price received on conver­ 
sion of those materials into 
some other form. 
This would levy a tax on the 
difference between the cost of 
iron ore and the price of the 
finished steel, the difference 
between the cost of finished 
steel and the price charged for 
an article forged from that 
steel. In the final stage, for 
example, an automobile, the

manufacturer 
charged for the completed auto­ 
mobile and a tax imposed on 
the difference. Thus, to all

this would be a tax 


on gross profits. 
While both political parties 
iii the campaign took .. position 
tor repeal of excise taxes on 
such items as leather goods, 
cosmetics and kindred items, 
the independent business pro­ 
prietors 
register 
no over­ 
whelming approval. In a vote 
taken among all the more than 
200,000 memliers of the Feder­ 
ation earlier in the year on a 
bill that was introduced in the 
last Congress by former Rep. 
John Leslnski oi Michigan, only 
52? voted in favor, 41? opposed, 
with 7? undecided. 
Undoubtedly the* retailers and 
wholesalers are much stronger 
in support of repealing these 
excise taxes, but inasmuch as 
the Federation membership is 
composed of all categories of 
independent business and pro­ 
fessional 
activity, 
the per­ 
centage of the vote in favor 
was somewhat less, although 
under the rules of tile Feder­ 
ation operation, the organiza­ 
tion will strongly fight for such 
repeal before the new Congress.

in fiscal 1965. By wav of com­ 
parison, that is four times its 
size IO '.ears ago when federal 
aid came to $2 7 billion. 
To acid one more revealing 
statistic, there are at least 59 
program s 
for 
federal a s ­ 
sistance to state and local gov­ 
ernments. 
More 
are 
in the 
works. 
One grave trouble is that Con­ 
gress very seldom looks back 
to see if the aid programs it 
adopts are actually doing what 
they were supposed to do. And, 
once started, few of these pro­ 
gram s ever end. 
A proposed bill calls for p er­ 
iodic Congressional review of 
federal grant-in-aid programs. 
Tiiis is clearly necessary— 
and the money saving that could 
and should result is just part 
of the story. The way things 
are going, state and local gov­ 
ernments will in time become 
meaningless anachronisms, to­ 
tally dominated by the federal 
colossus. And local pride, r e ­ 
sponsibility and independence 
will go down the drain with 
them.

Big Money Suddenly Available 
to American Communists 
New 
York; 
— 
One 
of the 
mysteries intriguing American 
intelligence 
services 
is the 
source of new funds pouring 
into the American Communist 
Party (CPUSA). Capitalist dol­ 
la rs now are 
more numerous 
in Party circles than Marxist 
dialectics. Communist leaders 
and 
activists 
are spending 
cash like it was going out of 
style. 
In the past few weeks, for 
example, at least 25 memliers 
of the CPUS A high command, 
drawn in from across the coun­ 
try, flew to Moscow for post- 
- Khrushchev orientation. 
At a minimum rate of $730 
round - trip between Kennedy 
Airport and Moscow, the Com­ 
munist groups had to spend 
over $20,000 for air travel 
alone. 
This does not include 
another $5,000 for cross-coun­ 
try trips to the New York air­ 
field. They disbursed thousands 
of additional dollars on hotel 
bills and the minutia of travel. 
Even Marxists eat. 


This hegira to Moscow is but 
one of many trips made by the 
Party leadership in the past 
few months. Party theoretician 
Dr. Herbert Aptheker virtually 
shuttles 
to 
the C om m unist 
capital. 
Nor is this the only sign of 
affluence. On Oct. 16, the Com­ 
munists opened their New York 
School For Marxist Studies at 
853 Broadway. It’s replete with 
c l a s s r o o m s , 
instructors, 
literature and courses in “ In­ 
troduction to M arxism -Len­ 
inism, 
Current Problems in 
Marxist 
Theory, 
The State, 
Dialectical and Historical Ma­ 
terialism, 
and 
Current Ec­ 
onomic Theories.” 
In its official literature, the 
institution admits that 
. . 
the school cannot exist on the 
basis of tuition fees alone. . 
Thousands 
of dollars 
a r e 
needed. Where does the money 
come from for this project, one 
of scores of such operations 
directed by Communists across 
the land? 
Another 
Communist 
Party 
project is the current organiza­ 
tion of a big youth delegation to 
the next World Youth Festival 
to be known as the “ Twelfth 
Congress of Youth for Peace 
and 
Freedom.” 
This 
was 
originally 
scheduled 
for Ha­ 
vana. But an equally warm re­ 
ception 
was 
promised 
by 
Algeria. 
Thus the Congress, amply at­ 
tended by scores of American 
“ youth” will open in Algiers 
next August. 
But the recruit­ 
ment 
headquarters 
will be 
functioning here long before 
that gathering is officially an­ 
nounced. The Communists are 
now preparing to open special 
youth offices here in New York. 
All this action consumes con­ 
siderable 
m o n e y . 
Who 
is 
providing the funds? Ours is 
an open society. The people 


have the right to know. 
It would also be intriguing to 
learn why the massive Soviet 
Union has been escalating the 
American Communist 
Party 
amongst 
Marxists organiza­ 
tions of the world. Why does 
the Soviet politburo consider 
the 
small 
10,000 - member 
CPUS A so important? It can’t 
be that Moscow simply wants 
the American Party “ vote” in 
the coming conclaves of the 
Marxist world. There must be 
other reasons since there is no 
longer any doubt that the giant 
CPSU has been coddling the 
small CPUSA. 
Arid coddled it has been. Few 
Americans are aware that the 
* late American Communist P ar­ 
ty 
chairman Elizabeth Flynn 
was given an expensive and 
full - scale state funeral in 
Moscow when she died there 
early in September. For her 
final rites, tens of thousands 
of 
Russians 
were 
ordered 
massed in Red Square. They 
carried thousands of large por­ 
traits of Miss Flynn all bor­ 
dered in red and black cloth. 
The scene was televised. Po­ 
werful leaders eulogized her 
from atop Lenin’s mausoleum, 
a place of honor generally r e ­ 
served for Communism’s le ­ 
gendary figures. 
The previous day she had lain 
in state in the imposing national 
labor 
headquarters 
and her 
honor guard had been none other 
than N. S. Khrushchev, then all— 
mighty chairman of the Soviet 
Union. 
All this for a leader of a 
small party, a woman few had 
ever heard of inside the U.S.- 
S.R. 
Why does the Soviet Union want 
to keep the 
American party 
alive and give it flattery and 
prominence? 
Certainly 
th e 
Soviets don’t need the CPUSA 
for espionage operations in the 
U. S. 
The Russians are amply 
supplied. They can work through 
their U. S. purchasing agency, 
Amtorg, and through their mis­ 
sions. At least one member of 
the Soviet Mission of the United 
Nations has been apprehended 
by the FBI’s counter-espionage 
agents each year for the past 
decade. 
There are other Communist 
missions here and em bassies 
in Washington. They have their 
quota of spies who violate the 
diplomatic code. 
No, the Soviets don’t need the 
Communist Party for espionage 
operations. The Soviets do need 
the Party for two major propa­ 
ganda thrusts; 
The issuance 
of statements denouncing the 
U. S., 
for example, for our 
action in Viet Nam so it can 
appear to the Asians that the 
American people are opposed to 
holding off Communist invasion. 
And to develop an apparatus 
which can recruit Americans, 
especially the youth, for mass 
demonstrations on the streets 
of our big cities. 
For this there will always be a 
red budget.

Perfect Partner for Steak

Families in the rice producing states (Arkansas. Louisiana. 
Mississippi, and Texas) like big, thick, juicy steaks just as much 
as families in other parts of the country. But what they like to 
eat w ith their steak may differ from the steak accom panim ents 
served elsewhere. 
As you may have guessed, rice is a frequent partner for steak 
in the southern states which produce most of the rice used in 
this country. For example. Mushroom-AImond Rice, a favorite 
recipe from the files of a Texas homemaker, is often served with 
steak, and with roast beef, too. It is a savory m ixture of rice 
cooked in beef bouillon with onion then mixed with sauteed 
almonds and mushrooms, and it takes lots less tim e to prepare 
than it does to broil a thick beef steak. 
Indeed, families of the men who produce rice in this country 
like to eat rice in every conceivable way and rice is kept on hand 
at all times, uncooked and cooked — the latter stored in their 
refrigerators and home freezers. They know how easy it is to 
cook rice and how simple it is to reheat refrigerated and frozen • 
rice. The magic 1-2-1 method of cooking rice, originated in the 
rice belt, is as follow's: Combine 1 cup regular milled white rice, 
2 cups water, and 1 teaspoon salt in a saucepan.

We often get questions about 
the 
importance 
of returning 
crop residues to the soil. 
University of Missouri Field 
Crops Specialists say that re­ 
turning crop residues are im­ 
portant to the continued pro­ 
ductiveness of your soil. 
Residues of harvested crops 
serve two major functions as 
far as soils and crops are con­ 
cerned: 
1. 
Acts as a storehouse of 
plant nutrients for slow release 
to future growing crops. 
2. 
Improves physical struc­ 
ture or tilth of the soil and 
thus aids in water absorption, 
prevents crusting, and makes 
a better environment for seed 
germination and root develop­ 
ment. 
Straw, stalks, and roots of 
mature crops are slow to rot. 
They contain m aterials called 
celluloses and lignins which 
resist decomposition. Some of 
these 
materials 
add 
to the 
stable 
organic 
matter of the 
soil. Decomposition of plant 
residues is a digestion pro­ 
cess just as though the plant 
materials entered the stomach 
of an animal. Micro-organisms 
and enzymes are responsible 
for digestion. 
It is fortunate that nature 
provides 
for 
decomposition. 
Life cycles could not long be 
maintained if residues were 
not broken down into simple 
products 
to 
again 
become 
building blocks for new growth 
and another turn of the cycle. 
Adequate lime, phosphorus, 
potassium, and nitrogen are 
essential for decay and new 
plant growth. As crops are 
marketed as cash crops, 
or 
through 
livestock, 
a 
large 
amount of nutrients are re ­ 
moved from the soils which pro­ 
duced the crops. The practical 
way to keep the life cycles 
going is through repeated soil 
treatments. 
An ideal time to use needed 
soil treatments is just ahead 
of plowing crop residues un­ 
der. You may be able to com­ 
plete much of all your fertil­ 
izing and plowing this fall and 
winter for soils not subject 
to 
erosion 
or 
flooding. Ad­ 
vantages include, (1) better dis- 
tribution of nutrients through 
the root growing zone, and (2) 
decomposition of residues will 
be accomplished more effec­ 
tively.

CONTROL LICE ON 
LIVESTOCK NOW 
Cold weather is just around 
the corner; therefore livestock 
producers should begin to think 
about controlling lice on their 
livestock if they have not al- 
ready done so. As you know 
if you are a livestock producer, 
lice can be quite costly as far 
as 
livestock 
are concerned. 
These 
pests 
thrive 
under 
crowded, 
unsanitary 
condi­ 
tions; therefore, they thrive 
while livestock are in winter 
quarters. 
Hie best time to control lice 
is just prior to cold weather. 
Getting rid of lice in the fail 
gets around the problem of 
having to spray in cold wea- 
ther, and fall-applied sprays 
will last all winter if a good 
job of spraying is done and if 
no lousy animals are added to 
the herd later on. 
Lice can be controlled on 
beef cattle by the use of cable 
type liackrubbers if the back- 
rubber is kept charged with 
the proper insecticide during 
the 
winter. 
The backrubber 
should be treated with a mix­ 
ture of either one quart 25 per 
cent 
DDT 
emulsifiable con- 
centrate or one-half pint GO- 
65 per cent Toxaphene emulsi- 
fiable concentrate per gallon 
of fuel oil. The liackrubber 
should 1« located where cattle 
normally loaf during the winter. 
If cattle are sprayed, two 
spray applications applied at 
15 to 18 day intervals are 
recommended. The second ap- 
plication will kill those lice 
that were in the midstage when 
the first spray was applied. 
Several 
insecticides 
includ­ 
ing Toxaphene, CoRal, and Del- 
nav are recommended for this 
purpose. Toxaphene is recom­ 
mended at the rate of three 
quarts 60-05 per cent Toxa­ 
phene emulsifiable concentrate 
per 100 gallons of water. Co­ 
Ral should be applied at the 
rate of eight pounds 25 per 
cent wettable jxjwder per 100 
gallons of water. Delnav is 
recommended at the rate of two 
quarts 
30 
per 
cent Delnav 
livestock emulsifiable concen­ 
trate per 100 gallons of water. 
Both Co-Ral and Delnav can be 
used safely right up to slaughter 
at recommended rates, but cat­ 
tle should not be sprayed with 
Toxaphene or allowed to use a 
Toxaphene treated backrubber 
within 28 days of slaughter. 
When applied by the use of a 
backrubber, DDT can be safely 
used up to slaughter; however, 
DDT should not be used as a 
spray for beef cattle. 
For the control of lice on 
hogs, several insecticides in­ 
cluding Toxaphene and Delnav 
may be used as a spray. Both 
insecticides are recommended 
for use on hogs at the same 
rates as suggested for use on 
cattle above. Delnav can be 
used right up to slaughter, but 
should not be used more often 
than once every two weeks. 
Toxaphene should not be used 
within 28 days of slaughter. 
Pigs of less than weaning age 
should not be treated with ei­ 
ther Delnav or Toxaphene.

their orders at the County Uni­ 
versity Extension Center. 
Multiflora rose seedlings and 
seedlings of a number of dif­ 
ferent kinds of trees are avail­ 
able. Species of trees l>eing 
made available include Short- 
leaf Pine, Loblolly Pine, Scotch 
Pine, White Pine, Jack Pine, 
Red Cedar, Black Locust, Cot­ 
tonwood, Tulip Poplar, Syca­ 
more, Black Walnut, and Red 
Gum. In addition, Wildlife and 
Pond Bundles and Quail and 
Rabbit Bundles are available 
for wildlife conservation pur­ 
poses. 
The 
prices 
for 
tree and 
shrub seedlings vary from five 
to fifteen dollars per thousand. 
A minimum charge of two dol­ 
lars has been established this 
year; therefore, the individual 
who wishes to purchase only 
50 to 100 seedlings will have 
to pay at least two dollars for 
them. 
Any of the above material 
may be purchased by any land­ 
owner in the state. They must 
be used for forestry, wildlife, 
Christmas tree, erosion con­ 
trol, or windbreak, purposes 
and may not be used for shade 
or ornamental purposes.

University 
of Missouri 
guide sheet entitled “ Before 
You Order Seedlings” , which 
is also available at your coun­ 
ty University Extension Cen­ 
ter contains information de­ 
signed to help landowners se­ 
lect the proper species of trees 
and shrubs for planting in any 
given area of the state for spe­ 
cific purposes.

SERVICE FOR THE 
MISSOURI BOOTHEEL 
How many times during this 
past crop season has a Boot- 
heel farmer watched a shower 
skill: his farm and wondered 
whether to start tiie irrigation 
pumps or give nature another 
chance to steer widely scat­ 
tered 
ram 
clouds 
over his 
farm? 
How often lias that same farm­ 
er watched with dismay while 
an unexpected snower drifted 
over his fields, only minutes 
after application of a herbi­ 
cide or insecticide, and washed 
costly chemicals and labor into 
oblivion? 
The 
Department of Com­ 
merce, Weather Bureau will not 
claim to be able to reduce the 
number of such victims to zero, 
but the objective of its recently 
expanded Bootheel Agricultural 
Weather Service is to make 
Missouri farm ers less vulner­ 
able to adverse weather. This 
effort will be promoted by Leon­ 
ard Hand, the meterologist re­ 
cently transferred to the Wea­ 
ther Bureau Agricultural Ser­ 
vice Office at Portageville from 
Washington, D.C. 
The Weather Service Office 
is located at the University of 
Missouri Delta Center, Por- 
tageville so that the knowledge 
and experience of the meteor­ 
ologist and experts in agricul­ 
tural fields can be pooled. This 
cooperation 
insures 
more 
meaningful Information in the 
daily bulletins relating weather 
forecasts to field activity and 
crop development; in addition, 
a combination of effort can be 
applied to research into crop- 
weather associated problems. 
The 
Bootheel 
Agricultural 
Weather Service, first of its 
kind in Missouri, is an out­ 
growth of a project inaugurated 
on a trial basis in the Mis­ 
sissippi Delta n 
1958. Suc­ 
cess in that region inspired en­ 
thusiastic 
support 
for 
ex­ 
pansion of the service this year. 
Now serviced in whole or in part 
are the following states: Mis­ 
souri, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, New Je r­ 
sey, West Virginia, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, 
Georgia, Flor­ 
ida, Alaliama, Michigan, Ore­ 
gon and Texas. 
The 
Agricultural 
Weather 
Service provides more com­ 
plete forecasts of weather ele­ 
ments known to affect fhrm 
operations and crop conditions. 
Occurrence of rain, amount of 
rainfall, and percentage of the 
area expected to receive rain 
are among the items offered 
to better acquaint the farm er 
with weather conditions with 
which he must contend. Also

To provide the forecaster and 
the farm er with a look at wea­ 
ther conditions at neighboring 
points in the Bootheel, agri­ 
cultural weather observations 
are taken at Canithersville, 
Kennett, Malden, Poplar Bluff 
Sikeston, 
a n d 
Portegeville. 
These stations report highest 
and lowest temperature and to­ 
tal precipitation for the pre­ 
vious twenty-four hours. Li ad­ 
dition, soil temperatures are 
read at most points. 
City dwellers in the Boot­ 
heel also profit from this ex­ 
panded weather service which 
provides more specialized in­ 
formation that is available to 
residents of most metropolitan 
areas in the ration. The de­ 
tailed weather forecast is a 
great 
help 
in 
planning out­ 
door activity ranging from a 
family barbecue on the patio 
to a fishing or picnic trip, 
as well as for less enjoyable 
chores such as drying the fam­ 
ily was by those who still pre­ 
fer to “ hang 'em out” . Tien, 
too, rejiorts and forecasts of 
severe weather conditions atert 
area residents to the danger 
of tornadoes, and mother Is 
able to determine how to dress 
her young ones for the trip to 
school in mid-winter. 
The U.S. Department of Com­ 
merce, Weather Bureau has 
established a special Agricul­ 
tu ra l Weather Teletype Net­ 
work by which this information 
can be carried to radio stations 
and newspapers interested in 
dissemination forecasts, obser­ 
vations and bulletins to Boot­ 
heel residents. At the present 
time, radio stations subscrib­ 
ing to the service are: KBQA, 
Kennett; 
KCRV, 
Caruthers- 
ville; KTCB, Malden;

Poplar Bluff; KSIM, Sikeston, 
and KCHR, Charleston. 
T h e 
Daily Dunklin Democrat, Ken­ 
nett, is the first newspaper to 
subscribe. 
The Purpose of the Weather 
Bureau’s Agricultural Weather 
Service is to make weather 
an ally rather than an adversary 
of the farm er. The successor 
this effort will be determined

We often get questions alxiut 
Hie 
importance 
of returning 
crop residues to tile soil. 
University of Missouri Field 
Crops Specialists say that re­ 
turning crop residues are im­ 
portant to the continued pro­ 
ductiveness of your soil. 
Residues of harvested crops 
serve two major functions as 
far as soils and crops are con­ 
cerned: 
1. 
Acts as a storehouse of 
plant nutrients for slow release 
to future growing crops. 
2. 
Improves physical struc­ 
ture or tilth of the soil and 
thus aids in water absorption, 
prevents crusting, and makes 
a better environment for seed 
germination and root develop­ 
ment. 
Straw, stalks, and roots of 
mature crops are slew to rot. 
They contain materials called 
celluloses and lignins which 
resist decomposition. Some of 
these 
materials 
add 
to the 
stable 
organic 
matter of tile 
soil. Decomposition of plant 
residues is a digestion pro­ 
cess just as though the plant 
materials entered the stomach 
of an animal. Micro-organisms 
and enzymes are responsible 
for digestion. 
It is fortunate that nature 
provides 
for 
decomposition. 
Life cycles could not long be 
maintained if residues were 
not broken down into simple 
products 
to 
again 
become 
building blocks for new growth 
and another turn of the cycle. 
Adequate lime, phosphorus, 
potassium, and nitrogen are 
essential for decay and new 
plant growth. As crops are 
marketed as cash crops, 
or 
through 
livestock, 
a 
large 
amount of nutrients are re­ 
moved from the soils which pro­ 
duced tile crops. Tile practical 
way to keep the life cycles 
going is through repeated soil 
treatments. 
An ideal time to use needed 
soil treatments is just ahead 
of plowing crop residues un­ 
der. You may be able to com­ 
plete much of all your fertil­ 
izing and plowing this fall and 
winter for soils not subject 
to 
erosion 
or 
flooding. Ad­ 
vantages include, (1) better dis­ 
tribution of nutrients through 
the root growing zone, and (2) 
decomposition of residues will 
be accomplished more effec­ 
tively.

County Agent's 
Column 


CONTROL LICE ON 
LIVESTOCK NOW 
Cold weather is just around 
the corner; therefore livestock 
producers should begin to think 
about controlling lice on their 
livestock if they have not al­ 
ready done so. As you know 
if you are a livestock producer, 
lice can be quite costly as far 
as 
livestock 
are concerned. 
These 
pests 
thrive 
under 
crowded, 
unsanitary 
condi­ 
tions; therefore, they thrive 
while livestock are in winter 
quarters. 
Tile best time to control lice 
is just prior to cold weather. 
Getting rid of lice in the fall 
gets around the problem of 
having to spray in cold wea­ 
ther, and fall-applied sprays 
will last all winter if a good 
job of spraying is done and if 
no lousy a n i m a l s are added to 
the herd later on. 
Lice can be controlled on 
beef ( attle by the use of cable 
type tackrubbers if the Kick- 
rubber is 
kept charged with 
the proper insecticide during 
the 
winter. 
The backrubber 
should be treated with a mix­ 
ture of either one mart 25 j>er 
cent 
DDT 
emulsifiable con­ 
centrate or one-half pint GO- 
65 per cent Toxaphene emulsi­ 
fiable concentrate per gallon 
of fuel oil. The backrubber 
should l>e located where cattle 
normally loaf during the winter. 
If cattle are sprayed, two 
spray applications applied at 
15 to 18 day intervals are 
recommended. The second ap­ 
plication will 
kill those lice 
that were in the midstage when 
the first 
spray was applied. 
Several 
insecticides 
includ­ 
ing Toxaphene, Coital, and Del- 
nav are recommended for this 
purpose. Toxaphene is recom­ 
mended at the rate of three 
quarts 60-65 per cent Toxa­ 
phene emulsifiable concentrate 
per IOO gallons of water. Co­ 
nal should be applied at the 
rate of eight pounds 25 per 
cent wettable powder per IOO 
gallons of water. Delnav is 
recommended at the rate of two 
quarts 
30 
per 
cent Delnav 
livestock emulsifiable concen­ 
trate per IOO gallons of water. 
Both Co-Rul and Delnav can be 
used safely right up to slaughter 
at recommended rates, but cat­ 
tle should not be sprayed with 
Toxaphene or allowed to use a 
Toxaphene treated backrubber 
within 28 days of slaughter. 
When applied by the use of a 
backrubber, DDT can be safely 
used up to slaughter; however, 
DDT should not be used as a 
spray for beef cattle. 
For the control of lice on 
hogs, several insecticides in­ 
cluding Toxaphene and Delnav 
may be used as a spray. Both 
insecticides are recommended 
for use on hogs at the same 
rates as suggested for use on 
cattle above. Delnav can be 
used right up to slaughter, but 
should not be used more often 
than once every two weeks. 
Toxaphene should not he used 
within 28 days of .slaughter. 
Pigs of less than weaning age 
should not be treated with ei­ 
ther Delnav or Toxaphene.

Tulip Poplar, Syca­ 
more, Black Walnut, and Red 
Gum. In addition, Wildlife and 
Pond Bundles and Quail and 
Rabbit Bundles are available 
for wildlife conservation pur­ 
poses. 


Tile 
prices

tree and 
shrub seedlings vary from five 
to fifteen dollars per thousand. 
A minimum charge of two dol­ 
lars has been established this 
year; therefore, the individual 
who wishes to purchase only 
50 to IOO seedlings will have 
to pay at least two dollars for 
them. 
Any of the above material 
may be purchased by any land­ 
owner in the state. They must 
be used for forestry, wildlife, 
Christmas tree, erosion con­ 
trol, or windbreak, purposes 
and may not be used for shade 
or ornamental purposes.

guide sheet entitled “ Before 
You Order Seedlings” , which 
is also available at your coun­ 
ty University Extension Cen­ 
ter contains information de­ 
signed to help landowners se­ 
lect the proper species of trees 
and shrubs for planting in any 
given area of the state for spe­ 
cific purposes.

The following steps (outlined 
by Edward Constein, Agri. En­ 
gineer, Ur.iv. of M issouri) can 
be used as a guide for machin­ 
ery that 
ill not be used this 
winter. 
1. Ken ive trash, d irt, any 
grease from the exterior of the 
tractor. 
2. This is a good time to clean 
the entire air cleaner system . 
3. Drain the crank case (while 
the oil is warm) service the oil 
filter, and refill the crankcase 
with the proper grade and vis­ 
cosity of new oil. Lubricate the 
engine parts by running the en­ 
gine several minutes. 
4. Follow your operators man­ 
ual about servicing the hydraul­ 
ic system and transm ission. If 
the operator's manual recom ­ 
mends draining and refilling the 
oil from these system s do so. 
Oil is cheaper than gears. 
5. Drain and flush the cooling 
system on engines that have a 
radiator. 
6. Drain the fuel tank lines 
and carburetor on g a s o l i n e 
tractors. Gasoline tends to form 


in a 
“ gum” after it has been 
tank about three months. 
7. Remove each spark plug and 
pour about two teaspoons of oil 
into each cylinder. Turn the 
engine over several tim es to 
distribute the oil on the 
surfaces. 
8. Plug the exhaust pipe and 
breather pipe. 
9. Remove and store the b at­ 
tery where it will rem ain cool 
but will not freeze. 
10. Check engine carefully for 
needed parts, rep airs or needed 
adjustm ents. 
N on-pow er equipment should 
lie cleaned, greased and unpro­ 
tected metal parts covered with 
a rust prohibitor. Loosen belts 
or remove them and store them 
inside, if the machine is to be 
left outside. 
Maximum use should be made 
of machinery storage facilities. 
Machine sheds increase the 
useful l i f e of equipment, in­ 
crease the trade-in value, and 
reduce repair cost. 
If possible, one should select 
a gasoline rather than a diesel 
trac to r as “ chore trac to r” for 
the winter months. 
Short periods of operation, 
long idling periods, and low 
tem peratures are hard on any 
trac to r, but these, conditions 
are especially hard on diesel 
tracto rs.
